Silo for One Cow Plan 
Now in Vogue in Japan 
What would our American farm ers 
think of equipping tin ir farms so that 
each cow would Ila vc her own silo? 


I i i 
Japan, they don't quite do this, 
but many farm ers keeping one or two 
cows have a silo, 
The departm ent of 
agriculture of Japan, reported in 1025, 
4,381 silos of less than five tons each. 
Now a cow needs about four tons 
of silage per year so these less than- 
five-ton silo,* could he classified as 
Individual silos, or one cow silos. 
Another thing of interest concern­ 
ing the silos of Japan is the fact that 
the vines of sweet potatoes come next 
to corn in material used for tilling. 
All kin/ls of green, succulent forage 
ami material grown on the farm are 
cut up and put into the silo where It 
Is preserved and fed out during the 
w inter season. 
Silos art- making rapid progress in 
Ja p an according to the report, and 
a re being widely used by the stock 
keepers. 


Soy Beans and Corn 
Soy beans alone do not make a sa t­ 
isfactory stage. 
It is best to combine 
them with corn iii the proportion of 
two or three to one; that is, two or 
three loads of corn to one of soy 
beans. It is also best to mix the two 
as they are blown into the silo, rather 
than to put in a layer of beans and 
then a layer of corn. Mixing in this 
way you should be able to get a 
satisfactory 
silage.

the pods harden. 


Condition of Individual Ani­ 
mal Governs Ration. 


Rut ions and fee/ling practices suit­ 
able for dry cows depend somewhat 
on the condition of such cows at the 
dose of their lactation periods. 
In 
the process of selection ami breeding, 
a great many cows are so persistent 
in pro/liming large quantities of milk 
that It 
is praetieally impossible to 
I cep them in good flesh during the en­ 
tire lactation period. 
This means that 
they are in poor condition at the close 
of 
ihe 
lactation 
period. 
Practical 
dairymen ar/' agreed that such cows 
must have form six to eight weeks of 
rest following each lactation if they 
lire to produce large quantities of milk 
year after year. 
Th/* feeding of such 
cows during the dry period should be 
such as to enable them to regain the 
losses sustained In the previous lac­ 
tation and before the onset of the de­ 
mands 
o f th/' succeeding lactation. 
The same principle of management N 
recommended for cows not capable of 
producing as much hut In less degree. 
says H oard’s Dairyman. 
No special rn Mon is needed for dry 
cows. 
As In making rations for cows 
In milk, the roughage to he fed is the 
basis on which to compound grain 
mixtures. 
The condition of the Indi­ 
vidual cows governs the amount of 
grain to he fed. 
The needs of dry 
cows /rn good pasture ar/* very easily 
met by n simple mixture composed of 
fido pounds ground corn or ground 
barley or hominy feed, .TOO pounds 
ground oats, 200 pounds bran. and loo
